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PREFACE 

Public Affairs Information Service, in its eighth year, has followed 
its original aim of undertaking to furnish a ready index to the best 
material obtainable on questions of vital public concern. In the ful- 
fillment of that aim it has become a tmique service, different alike 
from the technical and magazine indexes and from the commercial 
informational services. Its work is the discovery of new and tmusual 
sources of information about public affairs and the assembling of the 
knowledge gained in such form as to make it immediately accessible to 
the inquirer. 

Few changes of great moment are needed from one year to an- 
other in an index whose purpose is so plain; and this volume follows 
in its main outlines the scheme of its predecessors. The entries have 
been carefully examined for their intrinsic value as well as for their 
timeliness, and such changes as have been made are mainly in the mat- 
ter of subject heading or form of entry. As a result of the selective 
process used in its compilation, Public Affairs Information Service in 
its weekly form is a useful aid to the small library which is building 
up its collection, and in its final form is a reference tool of value to a 

library of any size.

The Commonwealth fund has recently an- 
nounced plans for a five-year demonstration 
of methods for the prevention of delin- 
quency. The New York school of social 
work, the National visiting teachers' asso- 
ciation and the National committee for 
mental hyRiene, working: under a Joint com- 
mittee, wiU cooperate in the demonstration. 
The program is based upon the belief that 
malaojustment in childhood is a predisposingr 
cause of adult delinquency, and that delin- 
quency can be more successfully handled 
when the first indications of something 
wrong appear than later when the pattern 
is set. Effort will, accordingly, be centered 
on the child of public school age. A Joint 
committee, known as the Joint committee 
on methods of preventing delinquency has 
been formed to coordinate the activities of 
the three agencies sharing in the program 
and to analyze and publish the results of 
their work and of other activities in the 
same field.

The Foreign policy association, is a group 
of students of international alTairs organised 
. in 1918 for the purpose of "exploring and 
crystallizing latent interest in liberal dem- 
ocratic policies for which America stands 
in the great war and for which there Is 
no organization at home". The group 
worked towards two ends: 1. the better 
understanding of all sides of every im- 
portant international question affecting the 
United States, and 2. communication of 
the results of such study to as large a 
number of liberal-minded Americans as 
possible, to the end that there might be 
a better public understanding of what our 
foreign problems are and of now they may 
be dealt with most effectually. In the pur- 
suit of these aims, the group favored the 
establishment of some sort of international 
organization as a substitute for interna- 
tional anarchy; and therefore resolved 
itself into the League of free nations asso- 
ciation. In March, 1921, the name of the 
organization was changed to its present 
form.
